He  Refuses  to  Attend  Boston  Din-

BOSTON,  Aug.  16  (A.P.). — Declaring  that 
Spanish  Government  forces  were  "communistic 
Reds  out  of  sympathy  with  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,"  Governor  Charles  F.  Hurley  today 
turned  down  an  invitation  to  a  reception  Thursday 
in  honor  of  three  Boston  brothers  who  fought  with 
the  Abraham  Lincoln  Battalion.  ^"^ 

Mr.  Hurley  declared:  "I  would  not  permit  myself 
to  associate  with  either  an  individual  or  a  group  of 
communistic  Reds,  who  are  out  of  sympathy  with 
the  constituted  Government  of  the  United  States." 

The  brothers,  Charles,  Francis  and  Edward 
Flaherty,  recently  returned  from  Spain,  where  they 
fought  for  the  Government.

Exempt  Jobs  Cut 


That  political  jobs  in  the  city 
now  comprise  lese  than  one  hall  of 
one  per  cent  of  the  total,  and  that 
the  city  now  has  a  smaller  per- 
centage of  non-civil  service  work- 
ers than  any  governmental  body  in 
the  nation,  will  be  revealed  when 
the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission submits  its  annual  report 
to  the  Mayor  and  the  State  Civil 
Service  Commission  this  month. 

"  9S.44  P.U  Wort-Political 

Paul  J.  Kern,  the  commission's 
president,  has  prepared  material 
showing  "that  except  for  low-paid 
non-competitive  positions,  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  2ity  government  is 
99.44  per  cent  non-political."  "This 
high  percentage,"  the  report  will 
say,  "is  due  to  Mayor  P.  H.  La- 
Guardia's  support  of  the  merit 
system." 

The  report  will  also  show  that 
the  merit  system  has  been  extended 
to  include  quasi  -  governmental 
agencies,  such  as  the  Society  for 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children, 
a  change  brought  about  through 
an  investigation  under  the  Mayor's 
direction.  The  report  will  show 
that  in  former  years  (ED.  NOTE: 
Under  Tammany  administrations) 
agents  of  the  S.  P.  C.  C.  numbered 
"politically  appointed  ex-barten- 
ders, ex-sailors,  butchers,  and  one 
fruit-and-vegetable  man." 

Work   Still   Incomplete 

"The  work  is  not  complete,"  the 
report  will  stress.  "The  Law  De- 
partment, with  more  than  one  hun- 
dred exempt  jobs,  is  far  beyond  its 
reasonable  quota.  Employment  of 
consulting  engineers  and  engineer- 
ing firms,  and  some  doctors  on 
contract,  is  still  a  great  abuse.  The 
time  is  not  far  distant  when  for- 
ward-looking administrators  will 
weigh  the  possibility  of  selecting 
judges  of  inferior  courts  by  com- 
petitive examination."

As  we  go  to  press,  we  learn 
that  the  Board  of  Estimate  has 
turned  down  the  request  of  the 
Surpless  Committee  for  $55,000. 
Harvey,  Lyons  and  Palma  were 
the  only  ones  to  vote  for  the 
investigation,  thus  showing 
their  reactionary  colors.

The  Tammany  Tiger,  defeated  and  put  to  rout  in  the  last  city 
elections,  is  hungry  for  meat.  By  cunning  and  skullduggery,  the  Wig- 
wam's chieftains  hope  to  scuttle  the  victories  made  for  progress.  They 
have  used  the  City  Council  as  a  weapon  to  stall,  delay  and  pervert 
every  bit  of  progressive  legislation  introduced  by  the  Labor  and  Pro- 
gressive Coalition. 

In  city  departments,  Tammany  division  and  bureau  heads  have 
drawn  in  their  sails,  hoping  to  weather  the  anti-Tammany  storm.  But 
at  the  same  time,  they  are  conducting  a  campaign  of  boring-from- 
within.  They  hope  to  tie  up  department  programs  in  red  tape  and 
enrage  the  workers  against  the  present  administration.

Russia    Doing    God's    Work 

Citing  the  example  of  the  Soviet 
Union,  Fnther  O'Flanagan  de- 
clared that  "the  Republic  of  Rus- 
sia is  doing  the  work  of  God  in 
Spain  and  China,"  and  urged  his 
fellow  American  Catholics  to 
throw  their  organized  might  be- 
hind the  struggle  for  a  Spanish  de- 
mocracy, to  resist  alt  attempts  of 
reaction  to  mislead  them,  even  into 
banning  the  film  "Blockade,"  and 
to  work  to  'lift  the  embargo 
against   Loyalist    Spain." 
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Speech  Delivered  by  Dr.  Enrique  Carlos  De  L 
Minister  Pleni-Potentiary  in  Charge  of  the  Spanish 
At  Madison  Square  Garden,  on  July  19,  1937 


Friends  of  Spain: 

In  the  midst  of  sorrow,  I  find  compensation  today  in  appearing  before  you  as  the  spokesman 
of  our  Government,  the  representative  of  the  Spanish  Republic  in  the  United  States,  and  in  as- 
suming the  representation  of  the  Spanish  colonies  in  this  country  at  the  commemoration  of  the  first 
anniversary  of  an  event  of  world-wide  significance:  the  arising  in  arms  of  the  Spanish  people  in 
defense  of  their  legitimate  Government,  threatened  by  the  insurrection  of  the  army  and  the  clergy, 
in  alliance  with  the  unbridled  forces  of  fascist  imperialism,  and,  since  then,  the  titanic  struggle  of 
the  toiling  classes  against  the  subversion  of  all  the  reactionary  and  obscurantistic  elements  of 
Spain,  placed  in  the  service  of  foreign  fascism,  prostitutor  of  consciences,  exploiter  of  the  masses 
and  enemy  of  democracy  and  culture,  which  in  its  bloody  lust  for  power,  is  attempting  to  enslave 
the  Spanish  people  and  to  bring  them  down  to  the  level  of  the  unfortunate  countries  of  Mattooti  and 
Ossietzky. 

Today,  July  19th,  we  commemorate  the  glorious  resistance  put  up  by  the  Spanish  people 
against  a  traitorous  army  and  a  horde  of  foreign  invaders.  We  celebrate  especially  that  first 
great  defeat  suffered  by  our  enemies  in  their  failure  to  take  Madrid  and  Barcelona,  tie  two  prin- 
cipal strongholds  of  Spanish  Democracy.  We  are  gathered  here  today,  July  19th,  to  honor  the 
heroism  of  the  Spanish  people,  all  of  them,  for  even  those  living  in  the  zones  occupied  by  our 
enemies,  have  fought  courageously,  opposing  the  bands  of  imperialistic  fascism.  To  them  all, 
whether  they  have  triumphed,  whether  they  have  fallen,  or  whether  they  have  suffered  the  horrors 
of  fascist  terror  in  occupied  territory,  men  and  women,  young  and  old,  we  dedicate  this  gathering, 
with  the  same  admiration  and  gratitude  which  we  owe  to  the  workers  who,  spilling  their  blood, 
vanquished  the  rebels  in  Madrid  and  Barcelona  bo  that  we  and  our  future  generations  may  walk 
erect  among  the  free  citizens  of  the  eivilized  world. 

I  shall  not  attempt  to  analyze  the  causes  of  the  shameful  crumbling  of  the  dictatorship  and 
the  monarchy  in  1931.  The  social,  political  and  economic  circumstances  existing  since  the  birth  of 
the  Republic  are  also  too  well  known  to  need  repeating.  We  all  know  how  those  privileged  few, 
for  whom  social  .justice  meant  only  the  loss  of  their  undeserved  privileges  obtained  by  their 
ancestors  by  tyranny  and  inquisition,  and  whom  the  Republic  naively  maintained  in  positions  of 
power,  plotted  secretly  through  ex-king  Alfonso,  their  agent  in  Rome,  with  Mussolini,  to  overthrow 
the  Republic,  offering  Mm  the  hegemony  of  Mediterranean  Spain  in  exchange  for  war  material  and 
soldiers;  we  know  how  these  same  reactionary  elements,  through  their  mouthpiece,  the  ex-general 
Sanjurjo,  and  with  the  help  of  the  self-styled  General  Faupel,  the  Nazi  espionage  agent,  and  now 
German  high  commissioner  in  the  zone  occupied  by  the  invading  armies,  plotted  the  sending  of  war 
material  and  soldiers  to  the  Spanish  traitors;  we  know,  again  how  these  elements  negotiated  with 
the  Portuguese  fascist  dictatorship  the  use  of  its  ports  and  borders  for  the  consummation  of  the 
foreign  invasion.  These  facts  have  already  been  exposed  beyond  doubt,  have  been  duly  docu- 
mented by  the  Spanish  Government,  have  been  laid  before  the  League  of  Nations,  and  have  been 
published  by  the  press  of  the  civilized  world. 

Nor  is  it  my  purpose  to  make  an  analysis  of  all  the  events  leading  to  the  betrayal  of  Spain 
by  its  army  and  the  international  fascist  conspiracy  against  the  independence  of  Spain.  My  wish, 
rather,  is  to  comment  on  the  outstanding  happenings  since  the  day  when  the  Spanish  people  took  up 
arais  against  the  traitorous  army  which,  repudiating  its  oath  of  loyalty,  conspired  with  the  dis- 
gruntled aristocracy,  the  clergy,  and  the  emissaries  of  Hitler  and  Mussolini,  and,  turning  against 
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
